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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , the examiner agrees with the applicant that now where in the prior art is found 
all of the limitations of the claimed invention including the main reflector having at least 
two fluorescent tubes, at least one reflector and a counter reflector having a diffuser in a 
counter light emission window, wherein a chink is left free between the counter reflector 
and the diffuser along with the mixer positioned opposite the chink when viewed in a 
direction perpendicular to plane T. 

Claims 2-20 are allowed because of its dependency upon claim 1 .
